After a valiant effort to put over 
the usual factory spring clearance 
sale, Mr. Bennett reports that bad 
weather caused this campaign to 
fall considerably below expectations 
He immediately started a second 
campaign, along bolder lines, and 
his report is as follows: 

“We had remarkable success the 
first two weeks of March on the 
factory spring clearance used car 
Sale, but from the 14th to the 2lst 
it went dead. We had very cold 
weather here ail during this time. 
and at one time we had a little 
snow storm, but it didn’t amount to 
much. 

“On March 21 we gave our men 
a quota of new and used cars for 
the last ten days the same as at 
the beginning of the month. We 
then put on the Used Car No- 
Trade-in-Sale from the 21st to the 
31st, and the following results were 
obtained :— 

“We sold from March 21 to 26, 
which is five days, twenty-five used 
cars, twenty-three of which were 
clean sales and two trades, and in 
most instances we sold Chryslers 
and Chevrolets, etc., with a price 
range trom $250 to $475. The total | 
number of dollars taken in in five 
days reducing our used car inven- 


tory $7,747. We have sold _ this 
month of March ninety-five used 
cars. 

“I expect that we will sell and! 
deliver about 110 used cars the 
month of March. We have taken 


the new cars from our showroom 
floor and we have used cars on it 
during this ten-day sale, and also 
in the last five days we have taken 
nine new car orders and have de- 
livered about fifteen new cars. Our 
new car deliveries this month will 
reach about sixty.”

HIS is a record of Mr. Bennett's | 

accomplishments and now let us 
tune in on how he did it. Mr. Ben- 
nett says:— 

“We opened our campaign of No 
Trade-In Used Car Sale with a 
half page ad which appeared in 
the local papers under the heading. 
“Don’t Read This Ad.” This ad 
gave the name of the sale which 
we were inaugurating and intimated 
that no trade-ins were to be ac- 
cepted on used car sales during the 
ten-day period of the sale. 

“The following day we ran a 
second half-page ad under the cap- 
tion “Crowds Are Attending Our 
No Trade-In Used Car Sale.” Dur- 
ing the remainder of the sale pe- 
riod we ran small daily reminders 
calline attention to the fact that 
the No Trade-In Used Car Sale was 
still on at the William F. Bennett 
Company. 

“Each noontime we took six of 
our cleanest used cars in stock and 
we had a large white oil-cloth ban- 
ner on the back of each car with 
various wordings on them and 
passed out handbills at the shops. 
Six salesmen went out each noon- 
time to the shops with these used 
cars. We secured handbills from 
the mewspapers after we ran the ads. 

“In this fleet of six used cars 
there were one touring car which 
we let the top down on and carried 
a radio battery set in it with a loop. 
The ground wire was welded onto a 
big spike and driven into the 
ground, the music attracted atten- 
tion, and we then passed out circu- | 
lars and got prospects and absolutely | 
made some sales.

pays his notes until next September 
it is quite certain that he can and | 


will pay the rest. | 

“The low-down payment in cash | 
is better than a junker at any in- 
fiated price. 


They also cannot un- 
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derstand how we can take a low- 
down payment and give free insur- 
ance and plates. 

“Our compulsory insurance runs 
from $20 to $25 a unit and plates 
cost us $3, so this is quite an ex- 
pense when you only get a $98 down 
payment on a $398 car. 

“T have made a special deal with 
my insurance man in Worcester, so 
that we pay for these plates and 
the insurance on time payments. 

“We pay $5 down and the rest on 
time and as the customer pays his 
notes, we, in turn, pay for the in- 
surance and plates, and when the 
customer doesn’t pay his notes on 
the car, autdiliatically we stop pay- 
ing the notes for him for the 
plates.

Welding Flame Used 
To Clean Tire Molds 


LL engineers are familiar with 

the ordinary uses of the oxy- 
acetylen: blowpipe. Most welding 
and cutting operations are com- 
mon knowledge to the average 
mechanic. Many, however, do not 
know that the welding flame is 
used extensively in certain indus- 
tries to clean molds of various 
sorts. 


This interesting process was de- | 


veloped in the rubber industry, 
where it is common practice to re- 
move the scale from automobile tire 
molds by playing the oxy-acetylene 
flame over the molds. 

Tire molds are simply metal 
forms in the shape and size of the 
tire. Their inner surfaces are shaped 
into the various tread markings. 
In the first steps of manufacture, 
the material for the tire is built up 
in layers, the various constituents 
being shaped over a steel ring or 
mandrel. This mandrel is collap- 
sible, and after the layers have been 
built up it is withdrawn, leaving the 
inside of the casing. correctly 
shaped. A tire bag very much like 
an inner tube, replaces the mandrel. 
After the tire has been set in the 
lower half of the mold and the 
upper half clamped down, the tire 
bag is inflated, which forces the 
soft rubber of the tread into the 
various recesses in the mold. Then 
the whole assembly is heated to 
vulcanize the rubber. 

Naturally, something must be 
done to prevent the tire from stick- 
ing to the wall of the mold under 
this pressure and temperature. To 
care for this contingency, the mold 
is dusted each time with ground 
soapstone or similar material. In 
spite of careful cleaning after each 
heating, a thin black scale gradu- 
ally accumulates until a thorough 
cleaning of the mold becomes neces- 
sary. The cleaning method must 
not be so harsh that it will scratch, 


mar or distort the interior surface 
of the mold. 

For a long time the practice in 
the rubber industry was to remove 
the scale with a sand-blasting rig 
using pulverized soapstone or clay 
as an abrasive. This methcd pro- 
duced an excellent surface, but it 
took too long. Cleaning one mold 
required two hours Then it was 


found that playing a flame over the 
scale, to produce a temperature of 
800 degrees Fahrenheit, would break 
it up quickly and completely. The 
oxy-acetylene welding blowpipe, 
since it provides the greatest heat 
in the most convenient form, is the 
logical tool for this purpose. 
Through this use of the oxy-acety- 
lene welding flame the time re- 
quired for cleaning molds has been 
reduced from two hours to fifteen 
minutes.

N effective gauge of the reac- 
tion of the potential customer 
to a store can be obtained from 
the regular, periodical use of two 
ratios; first, the ratio of the num- 
ber of people who enter the store 
to the number who pass by, and, 
second, the ratio of the number 
of transactions to the number of 
people who enter the store within 
that period, according to Dr. Paul 
H. Nystrom, professor of market- 
ing at Columbia University and 
noted authority on retailing. A 
few of his thoughts on customer- 
sale ratios are given herewith. 
Tne value of such measures lies 
in their effectiveness in showing 
up clearly just how a store stands 
in its community or shopping area, 
how customers regard its merchan- 
dise offerings, and the weakness or 
strength of its promotional methods. 


what proportions of people who pass 
a location enter the store and also 
of the number who become actual 
purchasers. 

Some of these methods of check- 
ing the visitors are unique. In one 
instance a comparison of daily sales 
is made with the number of times 
the weighing machines in the stores 
are used by customers. In another

But 
if oniy one-third to one-half of the

To be of the most value, this at- 
tendance sales ratio should be taken 
{not only for the store as a whole 
but also by departments. It should 
also be taken periodically. Once a 
month is not too often to check up 
,on this information and trace its 
|; trends, whether up or down. If a 
certain number of people visit a de- 
partment within a month and the 
| sales checks reveal that @ relatively 
smaller ratio of this attendance rep- 
resents actual buyers, then clearly 
it is time to begin a study of the 
;causes for the decline. It costs 
money to attract these people jnto 
the department, and it is incumbent 
upon the progressive store to find 
out why they do not make pur- 
chases. 

Properly compiled statistics of 
consumers, such as suggested by the 
attendance sales ratio, however, 
would overcome much of this in- 
flexibility. It will help the store to 
| get down to the brass-tack basis of 
knowing the definite reactions of 
individual consumers, rather than 
the haziness surrounding the view of 
dealing with the public en masse,
